It is probable, however, thas sme vague 
generalities were thought sufficint for the 
House of Lords. They wilt not satisfy 
those who know how badly the present 
system works. If one thing is obvious, it 
is that under the present Fowign Office 
réyime Great Britain has lost ground rapidly 


continues thereig no prospect of improve- 
ment, Granting, for argument’s sake, that 


less necessary, A reform of the War Office 
is & labour of the utmost difficully, but it is 
nevertheless being undertaken. In compari- 
gon with such enormous changes ag are in

When Lord Lanapowne. vent on to 
deprecate “ gcing behind the backs of 
Ambassadors” and assured thi House of 
Lords that it was the invariable custom to 
consult: available persons possasing local 


. knowledge, he amust have felt what a sorry 


case he had todefend. The post of Ambas- 
sador does. not make a man able or well- 
informed. If he proves that he is both, he 
bas a claim to confidence, and to go bebind 


“his back is unnecessary and even im- 


pertinent. But bow have recent British 
representatives at Peking ghown their right 
to public confidence? - What indication 


have they given of that.pre-eminent ability 
which ia as necessary in the’ post of British 
Ambassador to‘, Chins og it is in any 
diplomatic post in-the world? _ Where is 
the highly trained Intelligence Department, 
without which the proper condyet of such 
Ambaaundor's duties in Peking is impossible? 
Last year's events in Nerth China are a 
sufficient commeiit on Lord Lanspowne’s 
remarks. It may be suid that few of the 
other -Powers’ representatives were any 
better informed.. But there was a time 
when British prestige stood highest in China, 


‘ and it is because of the long lack of a really 


able and well-inforined diplomatist at Peking 
that our prestige has so declined. ° The 
advice of available persons possessing local 
experience, whom it is said to, be the invari- 
able rule to,consult, docs not séem” to have 
helped the Foreign Office in its upholding 
of our reputation. in China. It is useless, 
indeed, for the Foreign Office's apologist to 
pretend that available soifrees of information 
have. been used, Fvensuch a bumble means 


of eonveying uews ag the public Press. 


might sometimes enlighten diplomatists, if 
it were thought coriect to listen to it. 
Newspapers often go grievously. wrong, 
we fully admit, but there are gwen. 
sions—there have Len several in the 
recent history of ihe relations between 
China and the West—when the diplomatiet 
may learn much from the Press. We-need 
not do more than alludeto the occasivns when 
the: Times correspondent at Peking has 
proved himself better ingtructed than’ his 
diplomatic fellow-residents.. With practically 
no organised Intelligence Department of its 
own and u ueglect of other means of inform- 
ation, it is little to be wondered that the 
British diplomatic and consular service in 
China is not wont to distinguish itself by 
displays of wisdom, It is a melancholy 


‘fact that the Government is apparently 


impervious to conviction on this point, and 
that. after seeing the ripeated breaks-down 
of the system, u responsible Cabinet Minister 


‘can calmly tell Parliament that it would be 


difficult to change. Difficult to change, it. 
may be; but it is certainly ruinous not 
to chaige, und that, moreover, with all 
possible speed,

INAUGURATION OF THE FIRST CIVIL GOVERNOR. 

This morning at nine o'clock the Hon. 
William H, Toft, President of the Philippine 
Commission, took the oath of offico, and became 
the first Civil Governor of the Islands. The 
ceromony was brief and simple, but impressive. 
It was'fietformed in a tribune erected on the 
granite foundations of the projected, Spanish 
government bnilding,.on the west ride of the 
Aynutamiento Plazas.” It fuced the hoad- 
quarters, and is one of the pretliest spots in 
‘the city. The central portion of the tribune 
accommodated sbout two husdred persons, 
members: of the Conaular Corps, the Commis- | 
sion, and officers of the army and navy. Each 
of the wings was well filled with official: and 
civilians and their families. Those who were 
not fortunate -enough to receive tickets, of ad- 
inission oocupied the street and grass-plots of 
the plaza. A few minutes before nine o'clock 
President Taft and the Commission, accom- 
panied by Generals McArthur and Claffee and 
their respective staffs and'the senior naval 
officers walked frota the Ayuntamiento to the 
tribune and took their seats, while the bands 
played a lively march. General MoArthur 
introduced Mr. Taft in afew brief remarks, 
saying :“' Following tho orders of tho President 
of the United States, it becomes my duty to 
transfer certain of the civil functions, which 
have heretofore been exerciaed by the military 
authorities, to the Hon, Wm. H. Toft, the first 
Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands. It 
now but remains for him to take the oath of 
office, which the Chief Justico will administer.” 
Chief Justice Aroilafio raised his right hand 
aud read the oath in Spanish, which was trane- 
lated into English by Mr. Arthur Fergusson, 
tue Secretary of the Commission, and the new 
Governor answered “I do” ina Joud voice. It 
was all over, except the reeding of the inaugural 
address, As the Chicf Justice. lowered his 
lund, the guests in the tribune began the 
cheering, which was taken up by tho’ crowd and

carry on the bnsiness of cyclerepnirer or 
mannfucturer in Hongkong, Macao and Canton, 
so lung as the plaintiff or his partner or 
partners,-or his or their exécutors,. administra- 
tors or axsignecs should carry on such business 
in Hongkong. Tho plaintiff also elaimed® an 
the defendant from 
further cominitting » breach of anch agreoment 
by continuing to carry on such business in the 
colony of Hongkong. 

Mr, J. J: Francis, KC. {instenctod by Mr

the defendant had or had uot since June, 1398, 
been carrying on the business of oycle-dealer, 
ropairer or manufacturer in Héngkong.

The defendant had 
for some time prior to the date of sale been 
carrying on the business of cycle-dealor and 
agent in D°Agnilar Street: in the presont 
premises oceupiel by the plaintiff.

_ SIR CLAUDE MACDONALD | 


‘INTERVIEWED. * 
‘Tho San Francisco Call of the 14th ult. 


reports an interview with Bir (laude Mac- 
Donald, who arrived on the previous day with 
Lady MacDonald by the Hongkong Maru from 
JSspan. 

- “ We aro glad to got-to America,” Bir Claude 
is stated to have said, “for we have never 
been in this couutry before: I went to China 
for the first time in January, 1896, and stayed 
there for four years. ‘The work ‘was very 
arduous and ihe climate in Peking very trying, 
and.in May, 1899, I took my wife home to 
England fora visit. I asked the Government 
to allow me to sro to Japan, and that Sie Ernest 
Satow, tho Minister to Japan, might be sont to 
Peking... Sir Ernest was willing to make the 
change, but] did not get to J. pan as scon as 
Thad anticipated. When I returned to Peking 
in the antumn of 1899, we first heard ef tho 
Boxer riots in Northern China, and events 
followed so rapidly that we wore besieged in 
the legations almost before we knew of. the 
trouble being so cleso at hand,” 

Sir Claude had but little that was new to tell- 
of the horrors of tho famous siege, but ho 
talked at length of tho present situation in the 
Flowery Kingdom, continues-the Call. When 
asked as to the possibility of China paying o 
large ‘indemnity to the foreign powers the 
diplomat answered :— ‘ 

“I have been away-from.China since last 
October and do. not know just what amount has 


‘| been decided upon, but whntever the sum may 


be it is quilo lanpossible’to say if China can 
most the demand. Whether she be ealled upon, 

to pay ono hundred and‘ fifty million dollars ‘or 
twice that amount, it ia equally problematical 
if she can pay. Chino publishes no finartial 
budgut, and ono figures in the dark when it} 
cones to computing what the Government 
t raises by tuzation und import duties.” 

“Sir Claudo WneDouald is of the opinion.that 
there wore many causes for the Boxer uprisin g. 
‘Jt was- not due alone, to the tqnti-missionary 
feeling,” he said,:“‘und the ciuses. were far 
reaching. The acquisition of territory by the 
Powers was one of the chief. causes. Itinflamed 
ihe minds of the officials of China, and, as they. 
do sud feel, the masses of the people follow. If 
an. officiul is friendly to foreigners tho people 
will be tho came, if he is opposed.to them, 80 
will the people be. Tho people of China: are a 
peaceful andindustrious race and do not look for 
trouble, but they are dominated by the mundorins 
‘in every thonght. eee 

“Tn Northern China a drought hnd existed 
for two yeurs before the. Boxer uprising, and 
many people were starving and desperate. It, 
\but needed o spark to inflame their minds | 
against the foreign missions. The missionaries 
have done many things to carn tho ill-will of the 
people. Thoy aro carnest in the cause of civili- 
sation and religions, but. many of them hare 
interfered in legal and domestic affsirs of the 
Chinese people in their districts. . 

“The Boxer uprising was mainly dua to the 
absence of good officials in the provincy of 
Shansi, ho notorious ¥u Hsien was Governor 
of that provitice, and was appointed despite the 
foreign Ministers.. Yu Hsien was formerly 
Governor of Shantung province, and hia hostile 
attitude to foreigners was so pronounced. that 
the entiro diplomatic corps asked for his re- 
moval. ‘The #mpress und her advisers placed 
him ix charge of Shansi province, where the 
majority of the missionaries were located. No 
foreigner. ix'‘allowed in the intorior of China 
outside of the missionaries. They alone are 
allowed to go there, treaties providing for their 
presence. I could not go to.the interior of 
China. A good official in Shausi-could have 
stop: the Boxer uprising at the start. 

“Whon we first heard of trouble in the 
ce the diplomatic corps insisted that the 

hinexo Govesmment take steps to-quelt the 
movement. Nothing, however, was dono by the 
Government and the uprising grew on all 
sides. ° The missionaries were killed and the 
Boxers swarmed down on Peking. Even then 
we did not reslize that the Boxers .wererecoiv- 
ing tho support of tho imperisl troops. ‘The 
Boxers were armed with spears’ and ‘swords, 
but when volleys of Mauser bullets were poured 
into the Legations we knew that the Governzient 
was aiding the mob, 

“The province of Shansi was always looked 
upon #8‘ peaceful one, and the massacre of the 
inigsionaries was primarily due to the presence 
of Yu Heien as Governor. He is ono of the 
men whose head har been demanded by, the 
Powers, Ho is supposed to be with the 
Empress ant her court.” ; 

- Iv speaking of the Emperor, Kwang Hsu, the 
British diplomat said ; 

“I think that the young Emperor means 
well, but ho is physically. unable to hold the 
reins of government, Ho is supposed. to be 
suffering from Bright's Disease, ond the 
Dowager Empress keeps a tight hold on the 
affairs of the country, 

“My wife, Lady MacDonald, was one of 
tho first -white women to meet the Dowager 
Empress, ‘wo- years ago my wife and the 
wives of tho other foreign: Minixters spent 
a whole day with the Empress at the pulace. 
Each Jady yas accompanied by the interpreter 
of the Legation. I sent my best interpreter 
along with my wife. He had lived in Chins 
for twenly years and had a thorough know- 
ledge of tho language, I told him to koop 
his ears open and to listen to all the conversa- 
tion of the Empress and the ladies of the 
imperial court. I wanted to know just how 
the Empress acted in her palace. and what 
her attitude was to the visitors and to: those 
around her: That sveuing when my _ wife 
returned my interpreter camé to me and said : 
*L.have -reisons to change all my former 

inions us to the Dowager Empress. She 
is dmiable unto weakness.’ That conveyed o 
great deal to my mind, ¢specially as my in- 
terpreter, au Australian by birth, was a cool 
and very level-headed fellow, Four 
before the siegn begdn my wife and the cther 
ladies of tho lezations again spent.o doy with 
the Empress,” : 

Sir Claudé was asked if he thought the with- 
‘drawal of the foreign troops was a good move, 
aud he answered; - roe Sos 

“" Yes, it isa good thing: that the foreign 
troops are being withdrawn. . Thero has been 
too much friction among them, and the example 
‘was bad for the Chinese. There isno danger 
of. another prising when the troops are with- 
drawn, There may possibly be instances of | 
trouble, but they will not beona large oralarming 
. scale. Chipo hes learned a terrible Jesson and 
she will never again be guilty of such anothor 
grave mistake ag that of last year,” : 

On one point Sir Claude was unwilling to 
4elk, ‘and thit ivas as to the future of China, 

“ As to what the future of China will be," he 
said, ‘I am unable to say.” 


Sir Claude and Lady MacDonald were 1o leave }:_. 


for the East next day and to visit the Buffalo 
Exposition: ‘They were then to proceed to New 
York and sail for Eugland, «here the Minister 
will ‘spend. his vacation and also attend to 
important affairs of state.”

THE SUEZ CANAL COMPANY.
